Will Wilmington opt for 
own electric system? 


The possibility that the town of 
Wilmington will have it sown 
municipal plant for the generation 
of electricity, or that the town and 
some of the local industries will 
cooperate to have a co-generation 
plant now looms on the horizon. 

With the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Manager Buzz 
‘Stapezynski and the Town Counsel, 
Alan Altman, have hired the well- 
known Cambridge consulting firm, 
the Arthur D. Little Company, 
(ADL) to be electrical consultants 
to Wilmington. That firm is to 
advise Wilmington on problems 
brought about by the current 
controversy between the Wilming- 
ton Chamber of Commerce and the 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment. 

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen last April joined the 
Chamber in its appeal to the 
Department of Public Utilities. An 
informal hearing was held by the 
DPU as a result. The result was a 
decision for the formal hearing, 
which has not been held because the 
person who was to be the hearing 
officer has been ill. So far there has 
been no action. 

Stapezynski and Altman met with 
two consultants of the ADL firm 
during the first week of September. 
Stapezynski’s reaction is that he is 
well pleased at what he has been 
told, 


National Merit 


There was a long discussion with 
Robert Patterson and a Mr. Patel, 
of ADL. After the discussion Stap- 
czynski gave maps and pertinent 
data to the two men for further 
study. The main subject discussed, 
he told the Town Crier, was a 
source of alternate power for 
Wilmington, 

‘Stapezynski did not discuss details 
in any way. He did tell the Town 
Crier that one of the main subjects 
discussed was the generation of 
electricity from natural gas. 
Natural gas offers a cheap and 
efficient source of power at this 
time, and in the foreseeable future. 
Itis also, he says, a source of power 
which is environmentally sound. 

‘There are two gas lines which go 
through Wilmington. This makes 
the proposal to generate by gas 
very attractive. The two lines are 
the Tennessee Gas Transmission, 
and the gas lines of the Lowell Gas 
Company. 

‘There are also, it should be noted, 
two electrical power lines. The 
Boston Edison and Massachusetts 
Electric Power lines traverse the 
town of Wilmington. 

“Exciting” was one word used by 
the town manager as to the 
discussion with the ADL consul- 
tants. But he did not go into detail 
about the discussions. He finished 
up by saying that an analysis and a 
projection of potential income will

Leticia and Mario are both 
political refugees who escaped to 
the United States to spread the word 
of the oppressive conditions in their 
respective countries. On this 
particular Friday, they are 
speaking at the West Intermediate 
school at the invitation of teacher 
Tom Meyers and the social studies 
department. 

Leticia, a junior high teacher of 
science and English in her native 
Guatemala, relates what a privilege 
it is to go to school in her country. 
She overcame a lot to become the

kind of teacher who encouraged 
her class to raise questions about 
the system. For her determination 
to teach in this way, she and others 
like her were labeled communists 
and rebels and finally threatened by 
the Death Squad. 

“As teachers, we didn't know we 
were under control,” she says 
sadly 

Many times, their principal 
warned them and the Death Squad 
left propaganda but, add Leticia, 
“we felt we were right and didn't 
stop.” Finally, the day came when 
she was forced to leave family and 
friends and flee for her life.

revolution in 1832. Since 1980, he 
says, many schools have closed; 
teachers have disappeared; 14 
year-olds have been trained and 
sent into combat, often against their 
will; and there have not been 
enough doctors or hospital 
facilities. 

In his own case, all he wanted was 
to become a professional to 
counteract the social injustice in his 
country. However, the army 
invaded his university with tanks 
and helicopters and interrogated 
the students and cut short his 
dream. He and others fled for their 
lives rather than live in “inhumane 
conditions,” he says.

A lesson in old 
construction methods 


The event that occurred on 
Aldrich Road in Wilmington 
during the first two weeks of 
September this year was, in its way, 
a lesson in the Colonial style of 
house building. Only this one was 
in reverse. The house was taken

apart, to be rebuilt elsewhere. 

The Duffy House, as this paper 
chose to call it, dated back to 
probably 1812. It was on a part of 
the old Jaquith Farm, and among 
the owners was Sewell Buck, whose 
bride was Hannah Jaquith. Later 
owners included the Aldrich 
family, for whom the road was 
named, and the family of John H 
Stokes, a trader who lived there 
about 1915. Proof of that last 
statement is a picture post card 
which was the property of Mary 
Louise Buzzell, and is now owned 
by her granddaughter Anne 

It was a Federal Period home, 
built, probably about 1812. The 
house was constructed, though, in 
the Colonial manner. 

A master carpenter “laid out” all 
the beams which were to be used in 
the construction of the home. Those 
beams were of chestnut, chopped so 
as to exactly fit, one into another. 

That carpenter had to be skilled in 
his art. He evidently spent some 
weeks in chopping the beams so that 
they would exactly fit together. 
Each beam was numbered by the 
carpenter, with a Roman number. 
It was a part of the scheme of 
things, for the construction of the 
home. 

On an appointed day the men of 
the neighborhood, from possibly as 
far away as five miles would gather 


to ise" the house, A house 
raising was quite an event 

Under the direction of the master 
carpenter men would pick up the 
chestnut beans and fit them 
together. Other men would be 
standing by with wooden pegs, 
which when driven into place, 
would hold the beams together. 

Nothing has been said about what 
the ladies did, but it was to be 
imagined that ladies were present, 
serving lunch, and cooling drinks 
as needed, After all, “raising” a 
house was a sort of social event. 

After the day's work was 
completed everyone would go 
home. It would then be up to the 
owner, who- with, possibly a 
carpenter, would then nail the 
boards in place to build the home, 
and would do such things as to hire 
a mason to build the chimney, or 
chimneys in the case of Federal 
homes,’ and to plaster the walls, 
after the lathing had been done. 

Every Colonial, or post-Colonial 
home in Middlesex County was so 
“raised.” The most notable of all 
was that home which is at 94 
Andover Street in Wilmington, the 
home of Adele Passmore. 

That home, it just so happens, was 
raised on July 4, 1776. It is exactly 
as old as the United States of 
America, and quite properly may 
be called The Fourth of July House.

Language 

curriculum 
upgraded in 
Wilmington 


by Arime Surprenant 

The spelling, handwriting, and 
language arts curriculum is well on 
its way to being upgraded and 
standardized for all three 
elementary schools this year, ac- 
cording to Brenda Squire, director 
of reading and language arts. 

‘At last Wednesday's school com- 
mittee meeting, Squire brought 
members up to date on the year 
long curriculum review wu! 
by her committee of volunteers. 
She also sought and received 
approval for three new curriculum 
programs, They are the Houghton 
Mifflin spelling program; the 
Rinehart Functional Handwirting 
System; and the McDougal, Littell 
program to build English skills, 

Squire and her committee of 
elementary classroom teachers, 
along with WHS English Depart- 
ment head Dr. Moriarity, met for a 
full year to review several possible 
programs. Accordingto Squire, 
there was a “real need" to do this. 
Previously, each elementary school 
used different programs, many 
only devoted to drill work. 

The committee reviewed possible 
programs, attended workshops, 
filled out evaluation forms, and 
attended meetings with Squire. 
They looked for programs which 
would allow for reinforcement 
skills, afford “plenty of practice” in 
the are’ covered, guard against 
workbook dependency, and inte- 
grate all three areas so that 
“learning is more expedient.” 

Now that the "highly motivational 
programs” have been approved, 
Squire explained that teachers will 
be asked to evaluate them in 
midyear and year's end as a 
follow-up to see how well they are 
working and what modifications 
may be necessary. 

Superintendent of Schools Robert 
Horan proclaimed the three 
Standardized programs “a great 
start” in updating the elementary 
curriculum,

Art at your fingertips 


By CHERYL MURRAY 


It’s a beautifully painted pic- 
ture: in it, a yellow moon and 
stars, backed by a midnight blue 
sky, hover over a small sailboat 
on a mirrored lake. It took the 
artist a little over a half-hour to 
do, using water-based paint. 

And it’s all contained on a 
“canvas” a quarter-inch wide 
and half-inch long — a finger- 
nail, to be exact 

From a miniature portrait of 
the Mona Lisa to the intricate 
design of a sailboat on the 
ocean, fingernail portraits are 
becoming a unique way of com. 
bining art and fashion. 

The new trend, which origi- 
nated on the West Coast, has 
found its way to a manicurist's 
shop in the Meadow Glen Mall in 
Medford. 

For months Rita Doyle of 
Stoneham, the owner of Ele- 
@ante Nails, searched and ex 
perimented to find something 
new to offer her customers. 
After reading about the finger- 
nail portraits, Doyle decided she 
would be the first to offer them 
around here 

So, Doyle, a devoted 
manicurist, combined her tal- 
ents with those of friend 
Elisabeth Clark, an artist and 
professional belly dancer 
and, together, they claim to 
have brought the newest phase 
of fingernail decorating to the 
East Coast 

With the aid of a magnifying 
glass and small, delicate paint 
brushes, Clark uses water-based 
paints to create any one of a vast 
selection of portraits or land 
scapes on the tiny space of a 
fingernail 

Depending on the complexity 
of the design, the finished pro- 
duct can be seen within 20 
minutes to an hour, Some of the 
minute paintings are so in- 
tricately crafted that the fine

details contained in the scenery 
of a landscape, or the features 
of human figures, can actually 
be distinguished. 

According to Doyle, a few 
layers of clear varnish not only 
protect the new design, but also

add shine tw the decorated nail 
Plus, she said, the addition of 
new varnish each day will help 
preserve the nail portrait until 
the nail grows out or happens to 
break off. 

The portrait can always be 
removed with normal nail polish 
remover, she said. 

Doyle said nail portraits cost 
from $16 for a relatively simple 
design to a high of $100 for a por 
trait of the Mona Lisa. The 
average nail portrait runs about 
$35, she added

The nail paintings are 
reportedly smudge-proof, too. 
“The paint is so absorbent that 
it’s dry by the time Elisabeth is 


finished with the painting,” 
Doyle said. 
“Customers don’t have to 


worry that they will spend $35 
for a nail portrait only to 
smudge the nail on the way 
home.” 

“The nail portraits were 
Rita's idea and we worked 
together to make it happen,” 
said Clark. “This spring she 
asked me what was the smallest 
thing I ever painted, and I knew 
she had something in mind."* 

Doyle said she met her future 
partner when she hired Clark to 
dance for her husband on his 
fortieth birthday 

“She was impressed with the 
length of my nails,” said Doyle 
‘and a year later she 
remembered me and came into 
the shop.” 

Clark, a resident of Man 
chester, Massachusetts, has 
been a professional artist for 
years, and currently works out 
of Fenway Studios in Boston. 

“My favorite things to paint 
are musicians and dancers,” 
she said. ‘Right now I'm work- 
ing on a five-foot life-size por 
trait (at my studio). ...I'm sit 
ting here watching myself com 
plete a miniature nail portrait 
and then I'm going to work on a 
life-size portrait that may take 
five months to complete 

‘It is difficult to work with 
nails because you have to use 
the same principles. You have to 
have the right color, design and 
balance 


According to Clark, the 
toughest nail portrait is the 
Mona Lisa, because, she notes.

Based in Lynn, the agency 
serves the communities of 
Reading, Wakefield, Stoneham, 
North Reading. Melrose 
Lynnfield, Saugus, Nahant and 
Swampscott 

Agency Executive Director 
Gail Murray said Catholic 
Family Services is actively 
seeking volunteers for their two 
others. to act as parent aids. 

rt persons and the like 
Bat the Reading (in the Old 
South Church) and the Lynn 
offices are in need of additional 
volunteers, who can also help 
out with fundraising efforts and 
transportation for clients. 
We're looking for volunteers 
for all of our services,"’ Murray 
said, “and we have a director of 
volunteers who coordinates 
everyone and what they do.” 

What those volunteers do is 
serve as additional support for 
the staff of counselors who deal 
with the full spectrum of family 
and emotional problems. 

The basic services are 


Sorgen! — The agency's 
target population falls within 
the low-income working class 


range with a high school 
education, although some 
clients from the middle class or 
with higher eduction are also 
served. Representing a high 
percentage of this group are 
divorced families or separated 
adults. 

‘The role of the agency is to 
provide the necessary coun- 
seling that will enable the 
clients to understand the fac- 
tors contributing to their 
problem, so that they can deal 
with those problems, or seek 
out the appropriate alter 
natives 

The fee for such services is 
based on a sliding scale. 
although no client is refused 
because of inability to pay. 
Murray said. The average fee 
is $12

service for children under its

care that are considered at risk 
in their household. This could 
include children that are vic. 
tims of sexual or peysice! 
abuse or victims of neglec’ 

The children falling under the 
agency's adoption program 
also include infants and 
children with medical 
problems or special needs, and 
efforts are made to find proper 
homes as quickly as possible. 

These children often include 
those that have been taken out 
of the home by the courts and 
placed in foster homes, and 
those that have become 
isolated and have poor or no 
relationships with members of 
the family 

Murray said that the agency 
has 12 foster homes affiliated 
with it, and most of the children 
in those homes are protective 
custody cases. 

In such cases, children are 
often placed in foster homes 
while the counseling is being 
offered to the family members. 
“It is much more intense than 
the counseling in some of our

other programs,” Murray said. 
because of the immediate risk 
to the child 

The prime goal in such cases. 
Murray added, is “to keep 
these families together, and to 
provide the support necessary 
to do that.’ Volunteers play a 
heavy role in this program as 


well as the professional 
counselors, acting as parent 
aids 


Foster Care — A growing 
need is also being felt by the 
agency for its foster care 
program, particuliarly with the 
Increase in teenage pregnan 
cies. 

Murray said that “close to 
one half of all women become 
pregnant before the age of 18, 
and nearly 20 percent carry to 
full term.” 

In addition, ‘we are seeing a 
drastic increase in the number 
of girls below 15." The agency 
has also had girls under its care 
as young as 12 and 13 this year.

GREENPEACE WHALE 
WATCH 

Greenpeace, the international 
environmental organization, is 
offering weekend whale wat- 
ching trips into the fall until Oc- 
tober 13, The four hour trips 
depart from either Plymouth or 
Provincetown, Massachusetts. 
The boats travel to Stellwagen 
Bank, a feeding ground for sev- 
eral species of Great Whales 
located six to twenty miles off 
the coast. According to 
spokesperson Emily Sherwood, 
the Greenpeace whale watches 
have had a 97 percent sighting 
rate since 1978. 

The whales remain active in 


the New England area until late 
October when their migration to 


the Caribbean begins. Hump- 
back whales, a favorite with 
whale watchers, often come 
within fifteen feet of the boats. 
Adult humpbacks are up to fifty 
feet long and weigh forty tons. 
They are known for their acro- 
batics, at times leaping com- 
pletely out of the water. Finback 
and minke whales, dolphins, and 
many species of sea birds are 
also commonly seen.
